Educational Motion Pictures. 


It was inevitable that Ihe moving picture should ultimately 


be put to uses other than mere entertainment, and plans for 
doing-this on an elaborate scale a re.already under way. Mov- 
ing-pictures are to be used in religiqus and educational work, 
and a house for the management of the work has been opened 
in 'New York with the Duke of Manchester at its head, sec- 
onded by Rev. Dr. William Carter, a lecturer of note and 
former pastor of the Madison Avenue Reformed Church, New 
York City.

The organization of which these men arc at the head is 


known as the International Education League. This organiza- 
tion and' the Interchurch Social Service Bureau have become 
allied through a common purpose, which is to put motion pic- 
tures in the schools, churches and other religious and educa- 
tional institutions throughout the United States. 


Large numbers of religious and educational films have al- 


ready been bought and contracts have been made for many 
clean dramas and comedies fit for presentation in any church 
or school. There will be films of travel, sociology and educa- 
tion,, and many illustrating stories taken from the Bible. Three 
companies of actors arc to be formed. One will be sent to 
Palestine to enact Bible stories amid the original scenes, an- 
other company wilj go to Egypt for the same purpose and a 
third will be sent on a tour of the mission fields of the world to 
enact stories written around,.the mission work of all denom- 
inations. -These will give those who see the pictures a correct 
idea of what is going' on there. 


This is a large and an expensive enterprise, but it is easy to 


comprehend its possibilities for good. Not that the world is to 
be educated, reformed or made intensely religious-by means of 
motion pictures, for it will not be. At Ihe same lime such pic- 
tures as are to be shown by this organization will necessarily 
have an uplifting influence, in striking contrast to many that 
are being placed before the public at (he present time. Some 
good motion pictures arc now shown, but far loo many are of 
the flashy variety, calculated to supply excitement and diver- 
sion merely, and teaching no healthful lesson. 


The motion picture is one of the great inventions of the age 


and it is proper thai, il should be turned lo account in more 
serious ways than at present. The program mapped oul in 
Ihis connection sounds good, and there is reason lo believe 
that great good will result.

Military Training for All Cossacks 
The Ukraine nominally at least, bc- 


onged at thai time to Poland and lo 
hat country the Cossacks, waxing in 
power, owned nominal ailegiance.Tlielr 
lielman, or chief, ruled under the Po- 
lish power bill was elected hy Mie Cos- 
sacks themselves. Finally the Cossacks 
In 1G-I8 rose up against Poland and in 
1(1117 Russia obtained equal rights over 
their territory 
with Mie lirst named 


country. Later, when Poland was par- 
titioned, the Cossacks came entirely 
under the domination of Ihe Czar.They 
bold their land under military tenure, 
ami all their males were liable lo mili- 
tary duty. 


A Cossack's military service begins 


at Ihc age of twenty, although from In 
fancy he is trained In the use of arms 
and horsemanship. For one year he re- 
ceives preliminary instruction in bi« 
anlal village, 'Mien for four years be 
serves in the first line of the actlv:. 
army. For four years more be serves 
in the reserves of Ihe second .line, and 
again for four years in the third line. 
After lhal he is liable to duty in Ihc 
territorial reserves. Besides (bis, for 
nalional defence, all Cossacks, without 
age limit, can be called upon whenever 
necessary.
